Spanish-American war, represent- ; 
ing Leslie’s Weekly and a syndi¬ 
cate. His photographs of the 
landing of Shafter’s army and the 
"Rough Riders” first battle were 
printed four days before any 
others from the front. Because of 
what he did in those days, he has 
recently been made an honorary 
member of the “Rough Riders.” 

Before coming to Los Angeles 
five years ago, Mr. McIntosh, as 
"The Cheerful Philosopher," gave 
courage to many thousands, from 
stations WAEF (American Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph Company i, 
and WJZ ( American Radio Cor¬ 
poration). Since coining to Cali¬ 
fornia he was on KHJ for five 
months, KMTR for a year, and 
for the past two years and ten 
months every Sunday evening 
his messages have come from 
KFWB, from 7 to 7:30 p.m. 

Many thousands listen to his 
constructive and helpful half-hour 
from British Columbia to Mexi- 

In 1905 Mr. McIntosh was the 
official photographer of the world 
famed "Taft to the Philippines” 
trip, when Miss Alice Roosevelt be¬ 
came engaged to the late Nicholas 
Longworth.
